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The  Occupational  Qnployment  Statistics  Program  is  a  part  of  a  Federal- 
State  cooperative  program  involving  State  Einployment  Security  agencies  as 
well  eis  the  Depsirtment  of  Labor's  Manpower  Administration  and  Bureau  of 
Labor  Statistics.    It  was  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  economists,  man- 
power planners,  educators  and  others  for  current  data  on  employment  by 
occupation  and  projected  data  on  employment  by  occupation  and  industry. 
The  information  obtained  from  this  program  will  be  used  as  input  in 
constructing  industry-occupation  matidces  that  will  provide  the  data  base 
for  projecting  future  manpower  req\airements . 

This  survey  wa3  devoted  to  collecting,  by  means  of  a  mail  questionnaire, 
occupational  employment  data  for  non-manufacturing  industries  other  than 
wholesale  and  retail  trade,  government,  health  services  and  regulated 
industries.    These  sectors  of  the  economy  will  be  covered  in  subsequent 
surveys.    The  data  presented  in  this  publication  are  for  the  second 
quarter  of  1973  with  various  reference  months  for  specific  industries, 
as  indicated  in  the  tables. 

This  report  is  the  second  in  a  series  of  planned  docioments  on  current 
occupational  profiles  of  Massachusetts  industry.    Currently,  statistics 
are  being  collected  for  other  sectors  of  the  economy.    It  is  planned  to 
cover  the  entire  economy  on  a  three-year  cycle  thereby  giving  the  users 
a  picture  of  the  changing,  or  static  composition  of  staffing  patterns  by 
industry. 

Survey  design,  sample  size  and  selection  critera,  definitions  and 
estimating  procedures  were  prepaxed  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor's 
Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics.    Technical  assistance  was  given  by  Mr.  Thomas 
Williams  and  Mr.  Daryl  Delano  of  the  Boston  Regional  Office  of  the  Bureau 
of  Labor  Statistics. 
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METHODOLOGY 


The  Sample 

The  second  quarter  1971  report  (ES  202)  of  employment  and  wages  covered 
by  the  Massachusetts  Einployment  Security  Law  was  used  as  a  sampling 
frame  for  the  Occupational  Qnployment  Statistics  s\irvey  of  nonmanufac- 
turing  establishments  (excluding  trade  and  government).    The  first 
quarter  1972  report  was  used  for  selecting  nonprofit  establishments, 
which  became  subject  to  the  law  on  January  1,  1972. 

The  sampling  frame  was  stratified  by  three-digit  SIC's  (Standard 
Industrial  Classification)  and  by  nine  emplojmient  size  classes.  Estab- 
lishments with  less  than  four  employees  were  excluded  from  the  sample, 
and  2lL1  \anits  with  employment  of  one  hundred  or  more  were  automatically 
included.    All  other  establishments  were  subject  to  sample  selection  on 
a  random  basis,  with  the  units  in  Isirger  size  classes  having  a  porpor- 
tionately  higher  chance  of  selection.    Each  unit  was  given  a  weight  ac- 
cording to  the  proportion  of  firms  selected  in  each  size  class.  The 
sample  included  7312  establishments  with  benchmark  employment  of  31^ » 392. 


The  Survey  and  Response 

After  the  initial  mailing  two  follow-ups  were  sent  to  nonrespondants. 
Telephone  calls  and  personal  visits  were  made  to  nonrespondents  where 
the  data  was  critical  for  calculating  valid  estimates.    Of  the  7312 
establishments  in  the  sTirvey,  replies  were  received  from  3^13 »  a  re- 
sponse rate  of  46.7  percent.    After  manual  editing  and  mechanical 
(computer)  screening,  31^4  were  usable,  with  total  employment  of  162,652, 
51.7  percent  of  sample  employment. 


The  Estimating  Procedure 

All  usable  questionnaires  were  stratified  into  seven  size  groups,  by 
industry.    Reported  total  employment  and  occupational  employment  on  each 
questionnaire  was  multiplied  by  the  weight  assigned  during  sample  selection. 
These  industry  data  were  then  divided  into  the  eDoployment  in  the  ES  202 
report  (stratified  by  corresponding  cells)  for  the  reference  month  of  the 
suivey.    The  result  produced  by  this    procedure  is  known  as  the  benchmark 
factor.    This  factor  was  then  applied  to  the  occupational  data,  thus  ac- 
counting for  nonresponse.    These  occupational  estimates  were  then  sumed 
across  size  classes  to  industry  totals.

Sampling  Error 


Sampling  error  is  a  arithmetic  measure  of  the  precision  of  an  es- 
timate.   It  is  the  difference  between  the  estimate  computed  from  the 
sample  and  the  result  that  would  have  obtained  if  the  same  methods 
were  used  to  collect  identical  information  from  the  liniverse.  The 
relative  errors  listed  in  this  report  are  the  sampling  errors  of  each 
occupation  expressed  as  a  percent  of  that  occupational  estimate.  The 
relative  errors  shown  are  such  that  the  chances  are  2  out  of  3  that 
the  resiilts  of  a  comparable  full  scale  data  collection,  using  the  same 
survey  approach,  would  not  differ  by  more  than  the  percent  shown;  the 
chances  are  19  out  of  20  that  the  resiilts  of  a  full  scale  data  collec- 
tion woiild  not  differ  by  more  than  twice  the  percent  shown.    For  ex- 
ample, it  is  estimated  in  this  report  that  there  are  53^0  bus-drivers 
employed  in  SIC  4l,  or  about  3^0  percent  of  the  total  workers  in  the 
industry.    Thus,  the  chances  are  about  68  out  of  100  that  the  results 
of  a  comparable  full  scale  data  collection  would  differ  by  less  than 
160  (3  percent)  from  the  5310  estimated;  simileirly  the  estimated  38.3 
percent  of  total  enqployment  would  differ  by  less  than  1.15  percent  of 
total  eii5)loyment. 

Nonsampling  Error 

The  results  of  this  suarvey  are  subject  to  biases  and  other  nonsampling 
errors.    Although  careful  editing  and  screening  steps  were  taken,  re- 
sponding establishments  may  account  for  some  errors  in  computations 
and  processing,  as  well  as  placing  workers  in  a  wrong  occupation.  The 
nonrespondents  are  a  source  of  nonsampling  error  for  which  measiires 
were  not  available  but  are  reflected  in  the  estimating  procedure.
